Nevertheless, he rallies on re­ 
cognising in one a popular novelist, in (he 
other a fluent debater, in the third an enter­ 
prising money man, and he saliently leads the 
way into the editor’s room, whither the novel­ 
ist follows him, shutting the door to exclude 
the other two. 
He has not much to ask, has 
the man of fiction; be simply wants the Cigare 
to announce a novel of his that is coming out.

Tin* next day the editor returns, and on 
going down to the office M. Tartine finds him 
pale, but evidently resigned.

"T ell them I am glad to see them here, 
and to know th at they have tried hard to 
carry out the promises heretofore made to 
keep peace with

white 
people. 
Red 
Cloud could not prevent the m urder which 
recently took place in their country, but would 
h a\e done so if he could. 
These m urderers 
are outlaws with him a* well as with us. 
We 
want to do nil we can to advance and help 
Red Cloud and Ids people, th a t they may be­ 
come self supporting. 
The tim e will come 
when the game will give out, when they m ust 
resort to other means of subsistence. 
We 
want to place them on lauds where they 
can have |>ermanent homes, and to make tho 
location agreeable to them. 
They must talk 
further on this subject to the Secretary of the 
Interior, who acts for me. 


I do not want them to remove beyond the 
present territory which they now occupy, ex­ 
cept with their own consent. 
I desire them 
to reflect on this subject, as the advantages 
an* not for a day or a year, tiut for ever.

I will tell them 
all 
we 
will 
do. 
If 
they 
will 
go 
to 
the Cherokee 
country, we 
will set apart 
lands 
for themselves and their children.—

for their chiefs ami give them ail shelter, und 
supply them with produce and cattle, and en­ 
courage them in farming, and assist them in 
raising stock, and appoint for this purpose 
either Indians or w hite men, as they shall pre­ 
fer.

Orders and Regulations of the Hoard of 
Health of the City of Kingston. 


Pursuant to Hie charter of the City of Kingston and 
to su sot ol tho legislature of the State of New York, 
eutitlsd “ An act for the preservation of tho public 
health,” passed April 1(1, 1850, and the acts amend­ 
ing the same, the Hoard of Health of the City of 
Kingston hereby make the following orders and 
regulations to be of general obligation within the 
limits of said city : 
Sect:on I. It shall be unlawful for any conductor 
on any railroad, or any other stage driver or other 
person or persons who may transport passengers, or 
for any captain, commander, master orconductor of 
any steamboat or of any other water craft, to bring 
within the limits of the City of Kingston, or to Ism I 
er perm it to be landed within Mid limits, any person 
or persons afflicted with the cholera, varioloid, small 
pox, typhus, ship or yellow fever or any contagious 
malignant or infer ions disease, or who has or have 
been recently and dangerously exposed thereto, or 
to briug, land or perm it to be lauded within said 
limits, any clothes, good* or article* likely to com­ 
municate any such disease, without having first ob' 
talced the w ritten permission of tho health officer 
so to do; and each and every act or thing herein de­ 
clared to be unlawful, is hereby prohibited. 
I 2. Every such conductor, stage driver or other 
person, and every such captain, commander, master 
orconductor, on arriving at or near tho lim its of 
said city, with tile train, car, stage coach or other 
vehicle, or with the steamboat or ether water craft, 
lu iii* charge or under his command, aud every cor 
poratiou or person or persons owning, hiring or 
chartering the same for the time then being, shall 
immediately give notice to the hi aith officer, of each 
and every case of such discase or of recent and dan­ 
gerous exposure thereto, which may then be, or may 
then hava recently been, in or upon such train, car, 
stage coach or other vehicle, or in or upon such 
steamboat or other water craft, and of tho fact of 
there then being or having recently been in or upon 
th# ►ame any clothes, goods orarticlea likely to com 
niiiulrats any such disease, and, in case of any vc* 
sci, of tho fact of its having in auy manner been so 
exposed as to be liable to convey or communicate the 
contagion or infection of any such disease. 
I 3. On receiving auch notice or any knowledge or 
information of any case contemplated by either of 
the preceding sections, it shall be the duty of lh* 
health officer with the utm ost practicable dispatch to 
satisfy himself of the facts, give tho appropriate 
orders or directions and take and enforce tha appro­ 
priate action contemplated by this section

A Terrible Disaster. 
News of a terrible disaster to the Newfound­ 
land fishing fleet Is bought to New York by 
Captain Allslon, one of t(je survivors of the 
catastrophe. A terrible hurricane has swept 
over that region, aud so far as known over 
forty vessels have been destroyed. 
Many 
were literally grouud to pieces among the ice­ 
bergs ami floating ice-fields. 
Among the ves­ 
sels heard of Unrig destroyed, were four steam­ 
ships, the rest being sail vessels. 
The ships 
carried on an average, crews of one huudred 
men each, and many entire crews perished.— 
Of atroce four thousand men only aUjut one 
huudred aud seventy-live have been heard 
from. 
Capt. Allston brings a confirmatory account 
of the wreck of Hie Huntsman off the coast of 
Labrador; but information has been publish­ 
ed concerning that disaster. 
He believes that 
the consequence of this wholesale ruin to the 
seal-hunting fleet of Newfoundland, will steep 
that country again in the poverty and misery 
from which it lias but recently arisen. 
The 
dreary news of so many wrecks, and the long 
catalogue of the dead, spreads desolation over 
the island, and has visited many a home 
with bitter grief and despair. 
But, saysC apt.
